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THE RIGHTS 0F COLORED VOTERS.
Ix Obhio and Californin the fifteenth amend.-
ment has boan sot al nanght by the rofusal
to register negro voters, it being alleged that
the existing State laws, which disfranchise
the colored men, are in full foree notwith-
standing the amendment, and that the ne-
groes are not entitled to the privileges of citi-
wonahip until Congress takes action in the
matter by passing laws to enforce the Con-
atitution, It is well that this guostion has
been raised now, so that it can be settled at
once and forever by Congress boefore it ad-
journs; and if there yot romains anything to
be done to secure to our colored fellow-viti-
zens all their rights, the Demoocrals will be
doing an essential service to the community
by making all the legal objections they can
think of at once, so that they can bo attended
to. The Judiciary Committes of tha House of
Representatives has now under consideration
a bill for the enforcement of the fifteonth
amendment, which is as stringent in ils pro-
visions as the emergoncy roguires; and we
sinoorely hope that it will be reported ns soon
as practicable, and acted upon by both houses
of Congress without delay. The bill declares
that any official who shall ofticially deny the
right of any citizen to vote on account of
race, color, or previous condition at any eleo-
tion, shall be adjudged guilly of a misde-
moanor, and be punished by imprisonment
not less than one nor more than thres years,

or by a fine of not less than 500 nor more
than #5000, or by both fine and imprison.
ment, The bill contains other provisions of
gimilar character for the purposs of prevent-
ing any interferenve with the exerocise of the
franchise by the negroes, and it will effectu-
ally put a stop to the performances of Demo-
oratic Attorney-Generals and others who arve
now altempting to curry favor with tho lowest,

most ignorant, and brutal classes in ths com.-
munity by obatrnoting, so far as is in their
power, the operations of the filteenlh amand-

went,

COMPLIMENTS
AMERICA.
Ir is such a rare oceurrence for the Govern-
ment of the United States to be gracefully
and efficiently represented at a European
Court that the exceptional cases deserve
special notice. The old definition of an am-
bassador was a man sent to a foreign conntry
to lie for the benefit of the nation he repre-
sented, but generally the American people do
pot have even this service performed, and
their foreign ministers are about equally
divided between those who go abroad to
make themselves rich by parsimoniously
hoarding their salaries, and those who make
themselves ridienlons by nonsensical display.
By a fortunate combination of naccidents,
howaver, it occasionally happens that the
right man is put into the right place abroad
a4 well as at home. 'This seems to be the
onse now with the Anstrian mission, if a fair
criterion can bg furnished by the proceedings
of the dinner given by Mr. John Jay
at the American legation in Vienna, on the
20d day of Febroary, as a cclobration
of Washington's birthday, to the Chancellor
of the Austrian Empire, Connt de Beust, and
the Ministers of the varions Kuropean nations
who are accredited to the Austrian Courtl.
The whole affair was managed with an amount
of tact unusnal on such occasious, and in
response to graceful speeches and toasts
offered by Mr. Jay, Washington, America,
and the American people reccived a host of
graceful compliments from Count de Beust
and the official representatives of FFrance,
England, Prussia, Rusiia, and Spain.  All
the speeches, except the two latter, were da-
livered in English, and this circumstanoce,
while it heightened the interest of the ooea.
sion, gave rise to several humorons allusions.
For instance, the Count de Deust said that he
should be totally unable to follow the diplo-
matio system of using language to concoal his
thoughts, because the mtmost that he conld
dare to aspire to was to express his fealings.
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He is evidently, however, no novigse in the |

use of the English tongue, as may be seen by |

his utterance of the following sentimeont:—

“] trust that the motto of the great Repuablio
Across the ocean, unity and freedom, will always be
and romain ours—unity and rreedom!

The French Minister paid a very graceful
personal compliment to Mr. Jay as the de-
soendent of the Joln Jay of Rlavolutionary
memory, and he contended that the firm
friendship belween France and the United
States was even belter than a formal alliance.

Legation, in commenting npon the late war,
